3)* Ths pass, which is valid: to 31 December 
i 960 , was returned to BOB via ©BORG on 9 August and can be used by ©FRIESEN 
in the future, in lieu of the daily temporary pass which BOB has Issued to 
.UPHILL/AENIDUS visitors in the past . If was first assumed that passport 
photos would be required by the Army before the issuance of the attached 
. passes. ©FRIESEN and ©MANDNER, therefore, sent such photos. in’ advance of 
©FRIESEN *3 arrival. Copies of these photos and negatives are attached

4. , The attached tape has been recorded at 3 .3/4 rpm. The following 
comments may be of assistance In a content analysis of the tape;
